four-day run last night when by elev- 
en o'clock the grounds were almost 
deserted and the task of removing the 
small tented city had begun. Through- 
out the night the dull rumble of the 
heavy wagons removing the amuse- 
ments and concessions to the string of 
fiat cars in the Danville station siding 
was in evidence and by daylight the 
recent scene

with its medley of organs and cries of 
the showmen 
presented

spectacle. Most of the stock was re- 
moved at dusk yesterdav evening, it 
being needless to keep the animals in 
the dark recesses of their stalls and 
many of the exhibitors In the halls 
were packing up their displays. To- 
day in the agricultural hall many of 
the prize objects were on sale and 
•householders were on hand to drive 
a. bargain for a ham or for a row of 
choice canned fruits. The magnificent 
apples from Henry and Patrick county 
were readily taken at current prizes.

pointed out

seemed to him to be the objections to 
advising Liberty bondholders to • ex- 
change their bonds for other securi- 
ties giving a higher yield. 
He put 


emphasis upon the unfortunate con- 
sequences of b'reaking up the gr°ac 
mass of investors in government se- 
curities so painstakingly 
built 
up 


during the war. 


Now as a matter of fact there are 


very few reputable investment bank- 
ers" who suggest the sale of Librrty 
bonds to their 
clients. 
Almost in- 


variably the initiative comes from the 
other side. 
It is the individual in- 


vestor -who insists upon a higher re- 
turn than his government bonds ?ive 
h:m and sometimes he can advance 
good reasons why a, large inome is es- 
sential. 
The problem that confronis' 


the investment banker then is wheth- 
er it would not be wiser to suggest 
some highly conservative 
securities 


than to allow the Investor unsruiderl 
to exchange his 
Libertys for some 


speculative or even worthless stocks. 
• The trouble is that unadvised the 
average investor wants to jump from 
the security of a United States gov- 
ernment obligation with its small but 
sure return to a stock or bond with 
an abnormaly high yield. 
I do not 


know how to explain this trait of hu- 
man nature, but I have had it illue- 
trated over and over again in -my ex- 
perience with investors. 
It Is the 
same when 
they are 
planning to 


withdraw money 
from the 
savings 


bank. It is the same when they are 
planning to withdraw money from 
the savings bank. 
"With few excep- 


tions they can see no middle ground 
between 4 and 8 per cent. 
And yet 


nothing is more certain 
than 
the 


bank he ought to stop -with 5 or 6 
per cent, at the most. 
So it is my opinion .that the invest- 


ment banker Is fulfilling his mission 
when he suggests conservative eecurl- 
ties to those -who are determined "up- 
on disposing of their holdings of Lib- 
ertys. One word more to the invest- 
or. Before you sell your Liberty bonds 
ask yourself the question why it is 
that 'someone else Is willing to pay 
what seems to you such a high price 
for these best of all investments.
